TWO MILLION YOUTHS WILL BE NEEDED

Washington, April 
War was dedared at 1:13 p. m. today. 
At exactly that hour President Wilson signed the joint resolution 
passed by house and senate declaring a state of war exists between the 
United States and Germany. 


An hour before, the resolution was signed by Vice-President Marshall 
at 12:13 p. m. These were the last formalities to make the United States 
an ally of England, France and Russia in the world war against Germany. 
As the president affixed his signature to the document, orders were 
flashed by wireless to American ships at sea and to the forts of the United 
States telling them that war was on. 


Messages to all the countries of the earth were sent telling them of 
this government’s action. 


The state department immediately informed the Swiss minister, rep­ 
resenting Germany** interest* in this country, of this country’s action. 
Immediately after he signed the resolution the president issued a 
proclamation to the people declaring a state of war exists between the 
United States and the German government. 


He asks all American citizens, in loyal devotion to their eouotry, to 
uphold the law of the land and give undivided and willing support to all 
measures to be passed to bring the war to a successful close and a just 
and lasting peace. 


The president stated that aliens whl,be undisturbed in peaceful pur­ 
suits of their occupations as long as they observe* the law. 


Amidst the most dramatic scenes ever witnessed in congress the house 
early today passed the resolution which formally declared Germany an 
enemy. The vote was 37 3 to 50. 


The first blows will be struck at once. 


The nation is now ready for money and more men. Two million youths 
will be wanted in the next two years. Billions of dollars wNI be required. 
The first great budget asking over three and one-half biHions is up for 
discussion today in the house appropriations committee. 


The military committee has been informed of the administration’s con­ 
scription bill to raise a great army. 


(After proclaiming a state of war 


this afternoon the president issued 


a statement regarding means to be 


used in raising an army of 2,000,000 


men. 
The president indorses the prin­ 


ciple of the legislation presented.to 


the military committee 
of congress 


last night. 
He said: “ We 
propose 
to raise 


the forces 
necessary 
to meet 
the 


present situation by bringing the re­ 


gular army and the national guard 
up to war strength 
and' the 
addi­ 
tions needed. 
The additional force 
of which 500,000, will be authorized 
immediately will serv e for the period 
of the emergency .”

tional guard 
by v olunteers 
as at 
present until in the

The rising cost of living is 
the 
great universal hardship 
of 
the 
present day. So great and so many 
have these rises been that few peo­

But the 
business 
man knows better. 
He knows 
that 
selling goods is costly business—no 
matter what the goods or what the 
goods or what the selling 
methods. 
And he knows that anything 
which 
creates demand on a 
large 
scale, 
and thus m^kes selling easier, 
is 
bound to reduce selling costs 
and 
thus helps to reduce prices. 
“But evidence is better than 
ar­ 
gument: facts are better than theor­ 
ies, and wc have been at great pains 
to collect the facts. 
We have se­ 
cured an immense amount of data 
from our members which proves that 
advertising does reduce selling costs 
and thus tends to reduce the selling 
price of advertised goods. 
Let me 
quote a few examples: 
“The makers of a famous photo­ 
graphic camera, when they 
began 
avertising twenty-eight years 
ago, 
made one camera which took a 2J 
inch picture and which sold at $25. 
Today they make a far better cam­ 
era which sells for $10. 
Another, 
which took a 4 x 5 picture, sold for 
$60. 
Today they sell a far better 
one for $20. And so on through the 
line. 
“A prominent hat 
manufacturer 
has, by means of advertising, reduc­ 
ed his selling cost seven cents per 
hat. 
Result—the buyer gets a hat 
of better quality at no increase in 
price; 
this despite increased cost 
of raw material and workmanship. 
“When the manufacturer of 
a 
famous breakfast 
food 
specialty 
began advertising, his goods sold at 
15 cents a package. 
Today 
the 
package is fifty per cent larger and 
the price has been reduced to 
10 
cents. 
Again advertising did it, the 
same causes producing the same re­ 
sults. 
“The producer of 
another 
well 
known food specialty is spiling his 
goods at 25 per cent less to the 
wholesale grocery trade than four 
years ago. 
“Twenty years ago a 
nationally 
advertised shaving stick was sold in 
cheap metal leatherette covered box. 
Today a stick 
containing 
20 
per 
cent more soap is sold in a hand­ 
some nickel box at the same price. 
“Then take the 
usost 
conspicuous 
example of them all—the automobile 
business; 
and compare the $5,000, 


or $10,000, cars of ten years 
ago 
with the equally good cars of today, 
selling for a fraction of the money. 
“And so on through a 
long list. 
In every ease 
the 
manufacturer 
either has been able to lower the 
price of improve the quality at no 
increase in price.” 
How has he done 
it ? 
By means 
of advertising, which has 
created 
demand on a larger scale and thus 
permitted production and distribu­ 
tion on a large scale. 
Result—im­ 
proved manufacturing efficiency and 
reduced selling costs. 
And all 
of 
this in the face of a steady increase 
in the cost of labor and raw mater­ 
ials which, with advertising elemin- 
ated, might in many 
cases 
have 
doubled the price of the goods.

I ask this question because it is 
possible that this summer the Uni­ 
ted S t a t e s may be in as great need 
of farm laborers as of soldiers and 
munition makers. 
But whether 
the 
actual opporjtunty comes ,this 
year 
or not, preparedness of the indivi- 
dual for war or for peace demands 
that American farm women be ready 
for every possible emergency. 
It is well within the 
bounds 
of 
p ro b a b ility that the available farm 
labor of the United States will 
be 
m aterially reduced by the calling of 
many men to other and more haz­ 
ardous duties 
than 
sowing 
and 
reaping. 
It is physically possible for the 
farm women of. America to aid out 
economic preparedness in the event 
that a w ar summons’ 
an 
immense 
army to the colors. To handle mod­ 
ern farm implements is not neces­ 
sarily beyond a woman s strength. 
With a .good team and a riding cul­ 
tivator equipped with a sun umbrel­ 
la, plowing corn is a 
deal 
more 
pleasant than washing.

Few household duties are more fun

Amidst Dramatic Scenes 


House Acts on Resolution 


Final Vote Early Today Declaring State of War 


Exists Between United States and German Im- 
perial Government, After Debate Beginning 
Yesterday Morning, is 373 to 50. First Blows 
Will be Struck at Once. First Great Budget 
Asking Over $3,500,000,000 Discussed Today 


TWO MILLION YOUTHS WILL BE NEEDED

Washington, April 6.—War was declared at 1:13 p. m. today. 
At exactly that hour President Wilson signed the joint resolution 


passed by house and senate declaring a state of war exists between the 
United States and Germany. 


An hour before, the resolution was signed by Vice-President Marshall 


at 12:13 p. m. These were the last formalities to make the United States 
an ally of England, France and Russia in the world war against Germany. 


As the president affixed his signature to the document, orders were 


flashed by wireless to American ships at sea and to the forts of the United 
States telling them that war was on. 


Messages to all the countries of the earth were sent telling them of 


this government's action.

The stale department immediately informed the Swiss .minister, rep- 


resenting Serimmf» Interwti in this towitr* »f tHs cotntry'*action. 


immediately aftei hi signed the resolution the president Issued a 


proclamation to the people declaring a state of war exists between the 
United States and the German government. 


He asks all American citizens, in loyal devotion to their country, to 


uphold the iaw of the land and give undivided and willing support to all 
measures to be passed to bring the war to a successful close and a just 
and lasting peace. 


The president stated that aliens will,be undisturbed in peaceful pur- 


suits of their occupations as long as they observe* the law. 


Amidst the most dramatic scenes ever witnessed in congress the house 


early today passed the resolution which formally declared Germany an 
enemy. The vote was 373 to 50. 


The first blows will be struck at once. 
The nation is now ready for money and more men. 
Two million youths 


will be wanted in the next two years. Billions of dollars wHl be required. 


The first great budget asking over three and one-half billions is up for 


discussion today in the house appropriations committee. 


The military committee has been informed of the administration's con- 


scription bill to raise a great army. 


'After proclaiming a state of war 


this afternoon the. president issued 
a statement regarding means to be 
used in raising an army of 2,000,000 


men. 


The president indorses the prin- 


ciple of the legislation presented.to 
the military committee of congress 
last night. 


He said: "We propose to raise 


the forces necessary to meet the 
present sitnati6n by bringing the re- 
gular army and the national guard 
up to war strength and' the addi- 
tions needed. 
The additional force 


of which 500,000, will be authorized 
immediately will serve for the period 
of the emergency." 


The necessary men will be pro-

by volunteers as at

There are 550,000 American boys 


and girls, helpers of the 
Audobon 


societies in protecting the birds, whoi

the 
celebration. 


They are full fledged members and 
are known as Juniors. 
Each child 


paying a dime gets a 
membership 


badge and beautifully colored pic- 
tures of birds so they can recognize 
their feathered friends.

for every possible emergency. 


It is well within the -bounds of 


probability -that the available fUrm 
labor of the United States will 
be 


materially reduced by the calling of 
many men to other and more haz- 
ardous duties 
than 
sowing 
and 


reaping. 


It is physically possible for the 


farm women of. America to aid our 
economic preparedness in the event 
that a war summons' an 
immense 


army to the colors. To handle mod- 
ern farm implements is not neces- 
sarily beyond a woman's strength. 
With a .good team and a riding cul- 
tivator equipped wiiji a sun umbrel- 
la, plowing corn is a 
deal 
more 


pleasant than washing. The spring 
seat of a binder compares favorably 
vith the comfort of a piano stool.
